SOCIAL AND MORAL SENSE. 

The social sense of our House of Lords was vio 
‘lently jarred when Magnus Johnson and Hendrik 
Shipstead, the two Senators of the very plain peo- 
pie of Minnesota, withbeld their indorsement of the 
appointment of a predecessor. Frank Kellogg. as 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James Kelloggs 
was not. in their opinion, a worthy representative 
of the American people in so prominent a post 
The voters of his own State had repudiated him. 
Hiis appointment was the kind of a reward which 
awaits’ lame ducks who have done faithful party 
service, but which is denied to the kind of mem- 
bers who break the rules of the Senate club.

Bergdoll’s Pot of Gold Ruse 


On Jan. 7, 1920, Grover was arrested in his 
moth@r’s home, after Mrs. Bergdoll resisted 
secret service men with a revolver and black- 
jack. He was hiding in a window seat. He 
was delivered to the military at Governor's 
Island, N. Y. Despite his plea of insanity, a 
courtmartial, after a hearing of 10 days, sen- 
tenced him to five years of hard labor at 
Fort Jay. 


Two months later,- on May 21, Bergdoll

escaped, thanks to a cleverly planned 
stratagem. Not long before, Mrs. Bergdoll 
had gone with her attorney to the United 
States Treasury and exchanged gold certifi- 
cates for $105,000 in gold coin, which she 
conveyed to Philadelphia in an automobile. 

Bergdoll informed military officers at Fort 
Jay that he had hidden in the Maryland 
mountains a pot of gold containing $100,000. 
Only he himself, he declared, knew where the 
buried treasure was, and he askéd permission 
to go and dig it up. There appeared to be 
something in the very words, “‘buried treas- 
ure,”’ which appealed to the romantic spirit 
even of hard-headed army officers. They 
discovered the fact of Mrs. Bergdoll’s gold 
transaction at the Treasury, and this seemed 
to them perfect confirmation of her son's 
tale. 

In short, Bergdoll was sent to Philadelphia 
in the care of two army Sergeants, and lav- 
ished hospitality on them. He took them out 
motoring and to a burlesque show. On the 
morning of his escape he offered them gin, 
which one accepted, taking two drinks. They 
were in Mrs. Bergdoll’s home. The telephone 
in an adjoining room rang, and Bergdoll 
said he would answer the call. He went out, 
passed swiftly through the house saying 
good-by to his grandmother, jumped in an au- 
tomobile in which his chauffeur, a native of 
Germany named Isaac Stecher, was waiting, 
and vanished. 

After a bit one of the Sergeants noticed 
that the telephone was still ringing, and the 
escape was detected. The Sergeant was with 
difficulty prevented from _ killing himself. 
However, a military court later exonerated all 
of the officers and the Sergeants implicated 
in the case. But a Federal Grand Jury in 
Philadelphia indicted eight persons, includ- 
ing Mrs. Bergdoll, her son, Charles A. Braun, 
who said he hadhanged his name because 
of the notoriety cast upon it by Grover's 
escapades; James E. Romig, an aisorney, 
and two others. The trial resulted in the im- 
position of $28,000 in fines, which Mrs, Berg- 


doll paid.

On July 21, when the hue and cry after 
Grover Bergdoll was in full swing, and false 
reports of his arrest were coming from many 
remote parts of the country, his brother Er- 
win startled the authorities at Governor's 
Island by walking into headquarters and giv- 
ing himself up. He was sentenced to serve 
four years of hard labor at Leavenworth, and 
completed the term, minus commutation for 


good behavior, last June. 
Six months passed, and then it beeame 
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“Castle Bergdoll,” the palatial Philadelphia home of the notorious family where Grover 
escaped from two army Saregnts who were guarding him. The home was seized with the 
rest of the Bergdoll holdings, totaling $500,000 or more, by the Alien Property Custodian. 


known that Grover Bergdol¥ had succeeded 
in making his way to Germany. He was l!o- 
cated at Eberbach with his chauffeur, Stech- 
er, and gave out a press interview telling the 
method by which he outwitted the secret serv- 
ice men who were trying to recapture him. 
He had been informed, he said, that he could 
buy his freedom for $100,000. 

After leaving his mother’s house, Bergdoll 
related, he and Stecher drove to Baltimore, 
and then in succession to Gettysburg, Cham- 
bersburg, Pittsburg, Wheeling, Columbus, 
Dayton, Indianapolis and Chicago. On the 
way they bought Indiana automobile license 
plates from a junk dealer driving a Ford. 
From Chicago they drove to, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, reaching the Ca- 
nadian border at St. Vincent, Minn. They 
started to walk across the border, but two 
men in a Ford gave them a lift to Emerson, 
Canada. They had to abandon their auts 
mobile and baggage on the American side. 

Traveling on foot, in hired cars and by 
railroad, they reached Winnipeg, and tried 
various steamship companies in an effort to 
get passports to Europe. After two weeks, 
one company obtained passports for them. 
Both represented themselves as British sub- 
jects. Bergdoll assumed the name oc* George 
Charles Riggs and Stecher that of Frank 
Jeremiah Johnson. The fugitives traveled by 
rail to Montreal, where their passports were 
vised by the Swedish, Swiss and Belgian Con- 


suls. They took ship at Quebec for Liver-

After a visit of four days in London, they 
crossed the Chan@el to Holland, and from 
that country entered Germany. They went 
there.

In his 
book, “‘My Rhineland Journal,” Gen. Allen, 
under date of Jan. 29, 1921, made the fol- 
lowing entry: 

“The Beredoll case is to the fore now. I 
have been adjusting the differences between 
the Chief of Staff, the Chief of Police and the 
chief of G-2 in connection with this matter. 
I directed Col. Stone to see Herr von Starck 
and tell him that I very deeply regretted the 
action of my agents of the Department of 
Criminal Investigation and apologized both to 
the Central Government and to the Baden 
authorities. He was also instructed to re- 
quest that these men be turned over to me 
for discipline. 

‘‘A mistake was committed 
Chief of Staff and headquarters commandant, 
due largely to Bagby’s absence and mine and 
to an excessive desire on the part of some of 
my agents to capture Bergdoll. Of course 
these agents should not have been authorized 
to go into unoccupied Germany and make ar- 
rests. Such an act is wholly at variance with 
our previous policy and inconsistent with a 
proper appreciation of German sovereignty 
over her unoccupied territory. “In the past 
my agents have been sent into Germany to 
take over offenders only after their arrest by 
German authorities, and that should have 
been the policy in this case.’’ 

Despite his apology to both the Berlin and 
Baden (sovernments, Gen. Allen pressed his 
demand for the release of the Americans with 
such energy that it followed virtually at once. 
The attack upon Bergdoll and Stecher, how- 
ever, made them popular heroes In South Ger- 
many, and it appeared as if the entire popu- 
lation were ready to rally to the defense of 
the fugitive. At the trial of Lieut. Griffis, 
the prosecutor, after denouncing the intro- 
duction of “Wild West” methods in Germany, 
declare. that the American and his party 
were extremely lucky to escape lynching, and 
that they owed their lives to the Eberbach 
police. 

After the raid led by Naef and Zimmer, 
Bergdoll, under bis own signature, cabled

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The attempt to recapture Bergdoll once 
more brought his case into the light through- 
out the United States, and there was general 
indignation over the sentencing of the Amer- 
icans. This resulted in an investigation, in 
the House of Representatives, of Bergdoll’s 
escape from Fort Jay. The State Department 
also made efforts to persuade Great Britain 
and then Canada to demand Bergdoll’s extra- 
dition from Germany on the ground that he 
had escaped by means of a forged Canadian 
passport. These countries finally declined to 
act. By order of the President, the Alien 
Property Custodian seized Grover Bergdoll’s 
estate in this country, amounting to $760,000, 
and the House Committee made determined 
efforts, though tn vain, to get its hands upon 
the $100,000 “‘pot of gold.” Mrs. Bergdoll 
defiantly replied that the money was her 
dwn, and that Grover had never received « 
dollar of the hidden gold. 

During the Congressional Wearing, such 
high military officials as the Secretary of 
War and Gen. March declared emphatically it 
was proposed to recapture Bergdoll “at any 
price and by any means.” Such declarations, 
together with the vigorous action of the Gov- 
ernment in obtaining the release of Naef and 
Zimmer, were probably not lost on adventur- 
ous young men like Lieut. Griffis. He knew 
that the man who succeeded in bringing the 
defiant deserter to justice might be punished 


for state reasons, but that he would become 


a national hero. 

Yet it must be confessed that Bergdoll re- 
mains victorious in his long battle with the 
United States Government. From the time he 
was drafted until more than two years after 
the Armistice, the deserter successfully con- 
cealed himself from an army of secret service 
men, and thus escaped any possibility of ac- 
tive service. Even when arrested and sen- 
tenced, he hoodwinked the army officers with 
a cock-und-bull story of a “pot of gold,” and 
triumphantly made his way to Germany. Two 
forays designed to recapture him falled ig- 
nominiously, and he killed one of his would- 
be captors. 

Bergdoll remains free and rich, and his 
mother stands by him. Lieut. Griffis lan- 
guishes in prison, and his parents mourn for 
him in their loneliness and poverty. As for 
the whereabouts of the gold which Mrs. Berg- 
doll withdrew from the United States Treas- 
ury, not all the menaces of grand juries and 
House committees were able to extract from 
Mrs. Bergdoll the slightest intimation eome 
cerning its whereabouts.

Recently the American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals offered a prize for the in- 
vention of a humane trap. About 300 designs were 
submitted. Dr. W. Retd Blair, veterinarian and 
pathologist of the New York Zoological Park, was 
selected to pass on these devices. His report was 
that not one of the models submitted was practica! 
for the purpose specified. The society withheld its 
award. 

To be practical a trap must embody three ele- 
ments: simplicity of operation, portability and effi- 
ciency. There is no trap now existing which com 
bines these three except the steel-jaw trap. Box 
traps or “ketch-alives” are clumsy; deadfalis are 
difficult of construction and obviously cannot be car- 
ried. A so-called “tree-trap” has been invented, in 
which a powerful jaw is mounted on a slanting tree 
in such a way that the animal disturbs the bait w'th 
its nose and brings the jaw down on the back of the 
neck: but these are not easy to disguise and their 
adjustment is difficult. Mr. Horton of the New 
York branch of the S. P. C. A. tells that one mode! 
of a tree trap was received which the committee was 
afraid to set, so powerful was its spring and so dell 
cate ite adjustment. 

A trap, to operate successfully, must not smell of 
human touch and must be capable of concealment 
The steel trap fulfills both these requirements. a 
trapper can carry many of them and place them at 
advantageous positions along game trails. They 
require no bait; they operate by the unguarded plac

Unless 

the municipality of Paris shall intervene, the casket 

containing her remains is to be taken from the 

beautiful Passy Cemetery in Paris and buried in a 
common grave at Nice, under a wooden cross. 

Marie Bashkirtseff indubitably was a lover. She 
loved all beautiful things with a love surpassing 
adequate utterance. She loved life with a nassion 
so violent that it slew her in her early womanhood. 
She loved, apparently above all else, Mile. Marie 
Bashkirtseff. But let us not dare to imprgen the 
dignity of even her self-love; for it may be ~s‘d that 
every individual {fs his own universe, and there- 
fore in adoring her own entity this extraordinary 
young Russian transplanted to France was but 
worshiping, in a sense not to be misinterpreted by 
minds less exalted than her own, the glory and the 
beauty of being. 

One generation ago the name of Marie Bachkirt- 
seff, through “‘The Journal! of a Young Artist,’”’ went 
ringing around the world. The book was a posthu- 
mous publication. In her twenty-fourth vear the 
author had pertshed of tuberculosis-—so the doctors 
said. In another sense she was a victim of her pas- 
sion for beauty and her ambition for fame. 

“Tl have enormous emotions,’’ she wrote in her 
journal: and nobody who read the unique and pa- 
thetic autobiography had a mind to dispute that sim- 
ple asseveration. It may be that a very consider- 
able number of us have enormous emotions; but 
happily most of us are able to keep our emotions 
under control and not let them master us, rip our 
hearts out, turn our souls inside out, nip ns tn the 
very bud of life—-as did the emotions of Marie Bash 
kirtseff as to herself. 

“When I am dead, my life, which appears to me 
a remarkable one, will be read,’’ wrote Marte. 
And so it has been read very wMely and stifil finds 
readers, though the diarist herself died a few 
months less than 40 years ago. “If I should not 
live long enough to become famous, this journal 
will be interesting to the psychologists,’’ predict- 
ed Marie; and her prediction came true, immedli- 
ately upon publication. These naive remarks are 
in the preface to her baok, which opens with the 
words: 

“What is the use of lying? To begin with, I 
wrote for a long time without ever thinking that 
I should be read by others, and now it is just be- 
cause I do hope to be read that I am absolutely 
truthful. If this book were not the exact, abso- 
lute and faithful truth, there would be no reason 
for its existence.”’

motion can be controlled by artificial showers of 
rain, whenever these ere needed, from sprayheads 
in the roof. Ponds of water may be utilized on the 
roof for temperature regulation. Suhstantial reduc- 
tions in the cost of living can be made by the garden 
truck which can be grown on the inner roofs and 
in the back yards. 


“Anyone who wishes cold air may dress for it and 
pass outside, but under ordinary circumstances peo- 


‘pie will wear light clothing and should be free from 


colds, as they suffer no extremes of tem perature. 


“There are many applications of this idea of 
neighborhood heating which are so radical as to in- 
volve material changes in our accustomed routine of 
civilization. There are applications, as in housing 
over @ narrow valley, which would be for purposes 
of comparison unfair on the basis of first cost and 
maintenance. A circular structure, quite lofty, with 
heavily insulated outside walls and windows and 
open to a great central court would be the most eco- 
nomical construction, in all probability, except for 
the ground epace occupied. It has interesting pos- 
sibilities, however. 


“After much study and several sketches, I worked 
out as a sample, to satisfy my curiosity, the scheme 
shown in the plan. The inclosure is approximately 
one-half mile square, arranged with steel columns 
75 feet on centers, with a chimney at each column 
to care for the venting of kitchens, toilets, garages 
and the like. The roof {s to be about 100 feet above 
the ground, and great monitors 150 feet on centers 
run north and south, having high glass sides, so that 
the direct sunshine may traverse the entire area at 
some time every day. The glass wi!l be triple, with 


cleaning galleries between the sheets, and will be 


hinged so as to be opened in summer. There will 
be glass or doors in the side walis at street ends 
and above the roof lines to permit summer wind 
action. 


“IT have suggested three main streets, entered 
through vestibules with tight doors. These streets 
may be boulevarded, with all sorts of vegetation. 
The buildings will be the same as conventional 
houses in tropical climates, mere shells built for 
privacy and not requiring heavy walls or insulating 
qualities.. They should have watertight roof con- 
struction because of the frequent artificial showers 
which will. be provided for mainteining the vegeta- 
tion and for air conditioning. These spray heads 
will be used also as very efficient fire protection. 
The buildings need by no means be in straight lines, 
as I have shown them; but may be curved and di- 
versified, and should be attrective. 


“The efficiently insulated roof*of the inclosure 
will shelter the community in summer against the 
heavy sunshine. Heating and other services may 
be by pipes run around anywhere among the roof 
trusses, and no insulation beyond that for 706 


degrees will be needed. We may utilize the inner 
roof spaces for recreation, parks, etc., and for com- 
munication in addition to that in the streets. The 
streets, in truth, might become parks, and all serv- 
ices, such as motors and delivery wagons, might be 
run out of doors on the main roof, with convenient 
stairs and elevators at strategic centers, or in sub- 
ways under the houses, these subways having arti- 
ficial ventilation. Garages may be in the otherwise 
unneeded basements alongside the subways, or may 
be outside on the main roof.’’ 


Mr. Lewis states that he has calculated on nothing 
which would be impossible of commercial) realiza- 
tion at a reasonable price today. The structure with 
its heating would cost, he says, not to exceed $2.50 
per square foot of area, or $16,735,000. All work 
done inside will cost much less than the same out- 
side, because work can be carried on every day, 
regardless of outside weather conditions. On the 
apartment basis he expects to get in the total] in- 
closure, seven stories high, 16,128 flats, having @ 
population of around 65,000. On the basis of homes 
of two or three stories he could get a total popula- 
tion of around 15,000. He goes on: 

“As an apartment proposition such an institution 
as I have suggested is an economical financial pos- 
sibility today. The owners would save enough in 
coal alone to create a substantial sinking fund and 
pay the interest on all that the project would coset 
beyond conventional structures. 

“As a detached residence proposition, each of 
2208 householders would have to pay around $2106 
for the privilege of living in a conservatory, being 
free from smoke and dust and having no coal or 
ashes to handle. -There are many exclusive residen- 
tia] districts no more beautiful than that now pro- 
posed which carry more than $2100 per lot as arb! 
trary overhead. 

‘We must always have heated buildings, becans 
through more than half of every year we would 
suffer, and many of us would die, otherwise. Why 
not meet the issue in an efficient way by housing in 
great spaces, doing away with little inclosures? 
What In the world ta a detached building but a hol 
low projection wasting valuable heat? The canons 
of streets and alleys between our modern city build 
ings are exceedingly inefficient and wasteful from 
every standpoint. If we roof them over with glass 
we cah save the burning of great quantities of coal, 
thus saving some of the soot and dust. The snow 
handling problem of cities will be simplified wonder: 
fully, as the snow can be removed without interfer- 
ence with traffic. 

“It may be a few years before my $16,000,000, 
half-mile square project will be floated, but I pre- 
dict that the roofing over of streets in metropolitan 
districts will come quickly. The saving in heat will 
finance the construction.”

After the route had been selected and connected 
up there was @ series of the most minute and pains- 
taking inspections and tests to establish beyond a 
doubt the efficiency of the two cifcuits, one of which 
was 2898 miles long and the other 2267 miles long. 


- To make these inspections experts assigned to special 


duty were stationed at many points along the lines. 
@ Though Washington is about 1000 miles from 
St. Louis the lines that browght the President’s mes- 
sare to Station KSD had a total length of 2527 miles 
and in addition it required nearly 2500 additional 
miles of wire to reach the Kansas City and Dallas 
stations to the west and southwest of St. Louis. All 
of this vast mileage of circuits had to be tested. 

When all the divisional tests had been made there 
atill remained the work of installing apparatus, most 
of it elaborate and coetiy, which aided in the person- 
al conduct of the President’s voice across the coun- 
try and kept it vigorous on the journey. 

In order to prevent the impulses from losing in 
intensity it was necessary to install repeater or 
“hooster” stations at intervals of 150 to 200 miles 
over both circuits. There were 18 of these stations 
between Washington and Dallas. 

For duty at each of these booster stations two 
experts were stationed with a force of helpers. In 
addition to the boosting along the way, special trans- 
mitters were installed in each circuit at their points 
of entry into the various broadcasting stations. 

All along .both circuits special forces of linemen 
and trouble crews were held in readiness to repair 
any breaks in the circuits. Though actual! figures 
are not available {it is safe to say that several hun- 
dred telephone company employes were on special 
duty or had added duties in connection with the 
transmitting of the President’s speech. 

And that is not all. As has been said, 5165 miles 
of telephone wire were used in this great communi, 
eation feat. In addition to this there was about an 
equal mileage of telegraph line in special use while

the tranemitting was under way. his was an extra 
precaution which made necessary the special as- 
signment of many telegraph operators. The tele- 
graph lines were used for two purposes. In case of 
a breakdown or interruption from any cause on the 
telephine lines the telegraph was at hand to give no- 
tice of the break to the nearest repair crew. It 
also was used in communicating directly to the 
broadcasting stations and keeping them posted. on 
the progress ‘of events in the Capitol just preceding 
the President's address. 

This information was valuable to operators in the 
broadcasting stations while preparations were being 
made for putting the President’s voice on the air. 
The telegraphed signal, “The President is now én- 
tering the hall,” caused everybody in the broadcast. 
ing stations to “stand by’’ and gave them warning 
that the President’s words would arrive over tlhe 
telephone wires within a few minutes. 

Not only were there elaborate line tests at divi- 
sional potnte all over the two great circuits, but 
when all hed been found in readiness so far as hu 
man prescience could guarantee it, there was a final 
series of actual transmission tests extending over a 
week. 

These tests were made in the early hours o 
morning when most radio users were asleep. 
Station KSD, Chief Operator Willis P. Corwin 
mained on duty until 3 a. m. and in some instances 
later, throughout the test period. On on oceasion 
at least the tests lasted until 7:30 a. m. Phono- 
graph recorde were played in Washington, news- 
paper articles were read, and carried over the chosen 
telephone circuits to KSD and the other five stations« 
selected to broadcast the President’s voice. Skilled 
radio and telephone men listened in on this trans mis- 
sion and made recommendations which caused the 
improvement and refining of the transmission to 
that high quality which you noted when you 
listened to the President's voice on your radio set.
